Dear Mrs. Weixelbaum: 

Enclosed herewith is a small order for various equipment and 
badge items for Troop 3. The 5543 which we owe for our last 
equipment order should be in the mail to you before Xmas . 

You will not be pleased to hear that our former Assistant 
Scoutmaster, registered with BSA as Vernon Frank Long, is 
in jail in Venezuela on child molesting charges. It turns 
out that he is wanted in the States, by Florida for four 
counts of child molesting, and by the Feds for interstate 
distribution of pornagraphic materials. His real name is 
Jeffery Andrew Sams. Somewhere along the line he obtained 
a passport in the name of Long, and thus got through our 
Embassy name check. Having carefully checked with both the 
parents and boys, r am reasonably certain that he did not 
involve himself with any of the Scours." fie hnd no opportunity 
to do so on camping trips, as he was never alone with the boys 
in the field. that was not by design, it is simply the way we 
do things . Assuming that Sams is convicted , a foregone con- 
clusion when one is jailed here, he will be in prison for a 
minimum of four years. His sentence will be for either eight 
or twelve ;/ears , depending on how the judge sees the severity 
of the crime. L fe will be eligible for parole, and deportation, 
after he completes one-third to one-half of the sentence. My 
apologies to Scouting for this one, If you have a "black book'
